Cortines Claims School Appointments 
In Best Interests Of The District

SAN FRANCISCO - SF schools superin- 
tendent Ramon Cortines has rejected 
charges that his appointments of two Chi- 
nese American administrators (有 / 权 7/28) 
Were arblitrary and hypocritical ”by saying 
that the decisions were made“in the best 
interests of the district2” 

Last month, Chinese for Affirmative Ac- 
tion (CAA) Executive Director Henry Der 
criticized Cortines for not following an ap- 
proved process for administrators in the 
promotions of Lai Ming Meyer to principal 


-0fCommodore Stocktonand Ruby Hong to 


Supervisor of Eljemeiitary Schools. Der ac- 
cused Cortines of politicizing the selection 
ProcesS. 

In a five page letter to Der last Friday， 
Cortines outlined the districbs selection 
policy, the reasons for filling administrative 
positions，and addressed the specifics of 
Hong s and Meyers appointments. 

While acknowledging the fact that Meyer 
Was the leading candidate for principal of 
Horace Mann Middle School Cortines Said 
She didnot getappointed because the“Assis- 
tant Superintendent [Laura Alvarenga] did 
not Iecommend MS. Meyer be appointed 
[pnincipal].” 

Der this week blasted that response by

Inresponsetothe article,JACLrepresenta- 
tive Rita Takahashi sent a letter to Spotlzg 和 it 
on July 30, calling the use of "Jap”in the 
headline “offensive,intolerable and inexcus- 
able.” 

“Certainly the use of "Jap”inflames emo- 
tions and heightens racist actions,”Taka- 
hashi wrote.“This term,， coupled with such 
WwWords as “attack” and the contents of the 
article, provoke negative images and under- 
mine intergroup relations.
